A farmer who wishes he had a pay check 
co ming ev ery two weeks usually is no t mind­ 
ful o f what happens to the checks o f wag e 
earners who pay hig h rentals and are sub­ 
ject to withho lding tax es. A city dweller who 
wishes he co uld be his o wn bo ss and liv e o ff 
the fat o f the land fo rg ets there are no qu it­ 
ting whistles in barns. He also fo rg ets that 
he pro bably nev er saw a fat farmer. 
The upsho t o f mu tu al ig no rance is 
a net 
additio n to mu tu al ig no rance. 
One o f the 
Farm Bureau pro jects this y ear is to keep 
farmers and city residents fro m beco ming 
less and less info rmed abo u t each o ther. The 
pro ject sho uld be stepped up and ex panded. 
The pro spect o f wage increases and hig h­ 
er farm inco me raised by mo bilizatio n means 
that mo re misco nceptio ns will be added to 
tho se already in ex istence. 
Instead o f env y ing each o ther, Americans 
sho uld co ncentrate o n pity ing each o ther fo r 
what g allo ping inflatio n is do ing to their 
co mmo n security .

U. N. Gets Weapons To Maintain Peace 


rpHE United Natio ns' ado ptio n 
*■* o f the plan to halt ag g ressio n 
any where and ev ery where, by 
fo rce if necessary , represents the 
mo st po werfu l o rg anized peace 
mo v e ev er made. 
It tacitly reco g nizes that u ntil 
hu man natu re is chang ed man­ 
kind is g o ing to reso rt to war at 
times, and mu st be restrained. 
In effect it ackno wledg es that 
there will be o ccasio ns when o nly 
fo rce, o r a display o f fo rce, can 
tu rn the trick. 
This far-reaching pro ject is 
g iv en teeth by a pro v isio n re­ 
qu iring that U. N. members place 
specified units o f their #rmed 
fo rces at the dispo sal o f the peace 
o rg anizatio n to meet crises. It 
represents a perpetu atio n o f the 
emerg ency measu re u nder which 
the U. N. was able to send its 
o wn fo rces into Ko rea to end the 
ag g ressio n fro m the no rth. 
True, the pro g ram still has to 
g o thro u g h the fo rmality o f be­ 
ing passed by the g eneral assem­ 
bly . Ho wev er, the big majo rity 
by which it wras ado pted in the 
assembly 's 
po litical 
co mmittee 
ensures its passag e, in the larg er 
bo dy . 


rrs JUST OVER 50 y ears ag o 
that the wo rld saw the first meet­ 
ing o f natio ns ev er assembled to 
discuss way s and means o f main­ 
taining peace. That was in 1899 
when 26 co untries met at The 
Hag ue and ado pted a “co nv en­ 
tio n fo r the Pacific settlement o f 
internatio nal disputes.” 
This was fo llo wed in 1907 by 
the “seco nd peace co nference”, 
when 44 states—representing v ir­ 
tu ally all the independent na­ 
tio ns o f the g lo be—reaffirmed the 
co nv entio n and added to it. The 
co nv entio n pro v ided fo r media­ 
tio n, arbitratio n, and interna­ 
tio nal co mmissio ns o f inqu iry in­ 
to situ atio ns likely to lead to war. 


The nex t *tep—and it wai a 
sev en-leag ue stride—was the cre­ 
atio n o f the Leag ue o f Natio ns at 
the end o f Wo rld War I. That did 
so me g o o d wo rk—but it failed in 
the g reat emerg encies because it 
lacked the co urag e 
(and the 
means) to take fo rceful actio n 
ag ainst ag g resso rs. 
In an effo rt to bo lster the lea­ 
g ue, the Lo carno pact was fo rced 
in 1 92 5 , with the primary idea 
o f prev enting any further Ger­ 
man-French upheav als. Then in 
1 92 8 , bemuse the Leag ue o f Na­ 
tio ns didn't co mpletely abo lish 
wpr, 5 9 o f the 6 4 independent na­ 
tio ns o f the wo rld sig ned the 
Paris Peace Pact fo r “ renuncia­ 
tio n o f war.” 


THESE PEACE MOVES were 
fo llo wed by disarmament co nfer­ 
ences. And o f co urse much has 
been do ne in the interests o f 
peace in the western hemisphere 
by the v ario us Pan American 
co nferences. 
Pro bably it has requ ired all this 
patient and persistent spade wo rk 
to prepare the way fo r the his­ 
to ric emplo y ment o f sanctio ns 
by 
fo rce to halt ag g ressio n. In 
any 
ev ent, it has remained fo r the 
United Natio ns to make the first 
co ncerted applicatio n 
o f such 
sanctio ns. 
No w this daring bu t fo rtu nate­ 
ly successful ex periment is lead­ 
ing to the ado ptio n 
o f permanent 
measures that will pro v ide the 
U. N. with the machinery to deal 
with ag g ressio n. 
Perhaps it is to o much to ho pe 
that this will prev ent any fur­ 
ther ag g ressio n. 
But it is the mo st 
po werful mo v e 
in that directio n 
y et made. 
Certainly it will enco urag e 
small and weak 
natio ns to g o 
ahead in wo rking o ut their o wn 
destinies witho ut fear o f assult 
by g reat po wers with ev il de­ 
sig ns.

plans. 
Fo r successful ex ecutio n o f 
such emerg ency plans, the who le 
po pulatio n mu st spring into ac­ 
tio n within the space o f a few 
minutes. 
Sirens, mill whistles 
and o ther sig nals will set set 
plans in mo tio n and * summo n 
the po pulatio n to radio sets, tele­ 
pho nes and public lo ud speakers 
fo r detailed instructio ns. 
Thus the mass co mmuncatio n 
facilities beco me the v ery heart 
o f o ur civ il defense—and also 
the No . 1 o bjectiv es fo r inv ading 
fo rces and their fifth co lum­ 
nists. 
Hitler’s tacticians fo und It o f 
rreat 
strateg ic 
impo rtance to 
send squads o f parachu ting raid­ 
ers into cities in the pathway o f 
the Wehrmacht and seize the ra­ 
dio statio ns. 
Nazi fifth co lum­ 
nists who had been po sing as lo y ­ 
al 
citizens suddenly pro duced 
machine g uns and seized the sta­ 
tio ns. 
Then 
an 
unsuspected 
French o r Belg ian o r Dutch an­ 
no uncer wo uld interru pt pro ­ 
g rams and anno unce: 
“Emerg ­ 
ency o rders! All citizens remain 
indo o rs with blinds drawn!” The 
civ ilan po pulatio n was thus per­ 
fectly co ntro lled by the inv ad­ 
ers. 
The Co mmunist Red army and 
its farflu ng fifth co lumn, hig hly 
o rg anized in ev ery natio n in the 
civ ilized wo rld, hav e perfected 
this Nazi to tal war strateg y and 
added the diabo lical infiltratio n 
technique. They used it with de­ 
cisiv e effect in Ko rea. 
In the 
United States where v irtu ally 
ev ery family has a radio , radio 
statio ns wo uld be inv aluable. In 
fact, o ur radio indu stry lo ng has 
been o ne o f the hig h prio rity o b­ 
jectiv es o f infiltrating Co mmun­ 
ists.

IN A RECENT issue o f the Ra­ 
dio -Telev isio n Daily , impo rtant 
publicatio n o f the industry , the

There is no disag ree­ 
ment with General MacArthur 
that Fo rmo sa must no t be allo wed 
to fall into the hands o f any po w­ 
er ho stile to the United States. 
Whether o r no t the fu tu re g o v ­ 
ernment o f China will be ho stile 
to the United States depends o n 
dev elo pments in the nex t few 
mo nths. During a perio d o f pro ­ 
batio n the statu s quo can be main­ 
tained. 
So , all in all, what the Presi­ 
dent is say ing is that there is 
no thing to be do ne abo u t the de­ 
fense o f Fo rmo sa that has no t 
already been anno unced.

That’s why the President co uld 
say that the Fo rmo san po licy was 
settled weeks ag o —it was settled 
in the sense that all parties within 
o ur g o v ernment decided to do 
no thing to chang e the situ tatio n 
bu t to wait till the U. N. has o ut­ 
lined a co urse o f actio n. 
Jo hn Fo ster Dulles, who is fa­ 
miliar with the MacArthur v iews 
and tho se o f the Department o f 
State, is quietly wo rking o ut a 
fo rmula to present to o ne o f the 
co mmittees o f the United Natio ns. 
When that is do ne, the nex t step 
may well be so me means o f as­ 
su ring that there will be no fig ht­ 
ing in and aro und Fo rmo sa while 
the subject is u nder co nsideratio n 
by the U. N. If the Reds in China 
ho pe to win reco g nitio n o r a seat 
o n the Security Co uncil, they can­ 
no t ho pe to g et it by starting an 
inv asio n o f Fo rmo sa.

T ETS tell the army recru it rig ht o u t lo ud 
that he’s jo ining the army to fig ht 
After we tell him that, let’s assu re him 
that if he liv es lo ng eno ug h he’ll also g et an 
educatio n, learn a trade and liv e a reaso nably 
secure life with retirement g u aranteed. 
The Ko rean war has kicked into the dis­ 
card the fancy -pants pro mo tio nal idea that 
the army is an institu tio n where the recru it 
g ets ev ery thing bu t a fig ht. 
This idea blo sso med after Wo rld War II, 
as the best way to induce y o uths to jo in up. 
Pictu re po sters sho wed w ell-fed so ldiers 
trav eling in co mfo rt, lo ung ing in a library 
reading g o o d literatu re, o r cheerfu lly learning 
a trade. 
No w all tho se thing s are all rig ht. They 
sho uld be part o f o ur army . Bu t the harsh 
fact is that the infantry ex ists so lely to fig ht 
when a fig ht is necessary . 
It’s pretty clear that in this wo rld we no w 
liv e in, the American army mu st be ready 
to g o into battle o n sho rt no tice. That means 
an infantry which is to ug h, well trained and 
able to take care o f itself. 
Ev ery bo dy kno ws the American o ccupa­ 
tio n army in Japan wasn't ready fo r the 
Ko rean war. It was so ft, tra ned fo r o ccu­ 
patio n du ty rather than co mbat. 
_ ••• 
THE FIRST Americans in battle faced a 
ro ug h fo e, trained o n the battlefields o f 
China and Manchuria. 
They weren’t pre­ 
pared ev en fo r the so unds o f co mbat, which 
in themselv es are terrify ing to the g reen 
fig hter. 
Mo st o f tho se y o ung sters had co me Into 
the army because that pro mo tio nal campaig n 
pro mised ev ery thing ex cept a fig ht. 
And 
when the fig ht did co me it was a fo u r-ring 
sho w which cast many liv es. 
The tro o ps
